Plans call foi a cement floor, 
part of which may be laid with 
tile for longer weal , cinder b ick 
walls with special lumber and 
insulation for the cheese aging 
loom, the quick chill room and 
the locker storage room, wheie 
steady temperatures at different 
degiees must be maintained for 
the various uses to whicn 
rooms will be put. 250 lockers 
ai'e being installed to stall win, 
and room will lie left avail. i> 
to increase this to 400. and it is 
expected that before many mon¬ 
ths pass when the benefits and 
conveniences of tlie lcckers be¬ 
come apparent that the ;ui 1 it- 
ional 150 will be sold. 

The cheese factory witl be eq¬ 
uipped with two 10,000 gallon 
vats and two presses, besid* 
scales, testing equipment, wa u i- 
ing lacks for the cans, and ; 
conveyor to bring the full cm 
in and take the empty ones out. 
In light of present prices fot 
cheese, milk producers should 
receive very hatisfact . .v 
turn® from their cows, and 1 
industry - should prove a very 
stabilizing factor in the local 
set-up. Progress of the const ruc¬ 
tion will be keenly watched, and 
we are infoimed that equipment 
is ahvady for shipment iust as 
soon as the Factory reaches the 
point in building when it can be 
installed.

RAIN 

It is a wonderful thing to see the 
prairie provinces green from the foot¬ 
hills to Winnipeg. Of course, we 
shall have troubles, but they will be 
easier to bear than those which result 
from widespread drought. 

If we get fair rains this month and 
if frost does no extensive damage, a 
large wheat crop is assured. Harvest 
labour and storage space will be 
problems we shall have to meet 
somehow. 

We rarely offer advice to farmers, 
but will risk doing so now. Drought 
will come again just as surely as the 
•un will rise tomorrow morning. 
What a year this is to set aside 
some feed reserves—wild hay, tame 
hay and feed grains. True, there will 
be*mighty little granary space avail¬ 
able for feed grains; but what about 
stacking? Surely every farmer pro¬ 
ducing livestock should have a good 
row of sheaf oats and barley stacks 
thia fall. 

Stacking is almost a lost art, but 
it should he recovered. Only through 
skill and experience can a uniform 
row of attractive, symmetrical stack* 
be built. However, to preserve the 
sheaves, the most important con¬ 

sideration is keeping the stack high 
in the middle while building. If. 
after settling, the sheaves become 
horizontal or slightly down at the 
head ends, rain will work in and 
the grain may be ruined. So, while 
building, the middle muat be kept 

high and then, after settling, all 
sheaves will slope slightly down 

towArda the butts and the grain 

should remain in good shape for 
years, p * 

Don’t stack wet or damp sheaves.
